U.S. Fires First Test Rocket of Earth 


Satellite Project Over Atlantic Ocean 


Plungts Into 
W ater 180 Miles 
From Launching Base 


WASHINGTON (UR)—The first 
test rocket of the U. S. earth satel­ 
lite project roared 125 miles up 
over the Atlantic Ocean early to­ 
day at 4,000 miles an hour. 
A Defense Department spokes­ 
man said he believed the rocket 
flew faster than any ever had be­ 
fore. 


The rocket plunged into the At­ 
lantic Ocean 180 miles from the 
launching base after providing sci­ 
entists with valuable information 
through a minitrack radio trans­ 
mitter. 
The rocket carried telemetering 
equipment and tracking beacons 
similar to those planned for the 
first earth satellite that will be 
launched during the International 
Geophysical Year.

CHICAGO W - Nathan Leopold, 
frustrated in his third attempt to 
gain parole, faced the prospect of 
sitting out the remainder of an 85- 
vear sentence for the “thrill mur­ 
der’’ of a 14-year-old boy. 
The state parole board announc­ 
ed it had turned down the 52-year- 
old convict’s latest plea for free­ 
dom. 
Leopold went to the penitentiary 
with Richard Loeb under a 99-year 
sentence for the murder of Bobby 
Franks in 1924. Leopold’s sentence 
was reduced for acting as a human 
guinea pig in malaria experiments 
at the prison. Loeb was knifed to 
death by a fellow prisoner. 
The two young murderers were 
saved from the gallows by the 
oratory of their attorney, Clarence 
Darrow. Leopold was 19 years old 
and Loeb 18 when the youngster 
was slain.

Courageous Father Tries to Open 
Jaws of Lioness Mauling His Son 


75, famed marching band director 
and composer, died here Friday 
night of pneumonia. 


GARDEN GROVE, Calif. (IP - 
A courageous father said today he 
tried with his bare hands to pry 
open the jaws of a large African 
lioness which mauled his 11-year- 
old son after breaking out of its 
cage. 
“The lion sank its teeth into my 
boy’s knee clear to the bone,” the 
father, Elwood Tranholm, of Wil­ 
mington, Calif , said. “ I stuck my 
hands into the animal’s mouth and 
tried to make him let go, but I 
wasn’t strong enough. 
Tranholm said he pounced on 
the lioness like ar animal himself 
Friday night when the beast sav­ 
agely bit and clawed his son, Er- 
lan. 
He said the lioness broke out of 
its cage by bending the steel bars 
“like they were paper.” 
After mauling the boy and also 
clawing the father, the lioness rac­ 
ed across a crowded thoroughfare, 
terrifying pedestrians and motor­ 
ists. 
The boy was taken to Orange 
County Hospital where he under­ 
went emergency surgery. He was 
clawed viciously os the head m d i tilts broke out.

Should Daley decide to go ahead 
with the original plans and name 
the 32-year old Clark, a grandson 
of a former member of the legisla­ 
ture, it is likely that Powell will 
yield if Rep. Clyde Choate, Anna, 
is renamed House Democrat whip 
Clark was a member of the House 
in the 68th session, then moved to 
the Senate in the 69th session. 

William J. Lynch, Chicago, 
Daley’s law partner, is slated by 


Daley to be renamed Senate min­ 
ority leader with Sen. Roland V. 
Libonati, Chicago, the party’s Sen­ 
ate whip. The Democrats will have 
20 Senate seats in the 70th Assem­

in the early 1830’s in the Central 
and 
Northern 
parts 
of Illinois 
since called “the winter of the 
deep snow,” a most severe season 
was experienced. Snowdrifts deep 
enough 
to cover both man and 
horse remained on the ground un­ 
til late spring. 
Farmer settlers 
who 
barely had 
gotten settled 
were compelled to feed all their 
grain—even seed grain—to their 
stock until late spring. They were 
not able to plant corn before June, 
and 
then an 
early 
September 
frost destroyed all 
chance of a 
harvest. 
While the farmers 
in 
the central and northern parts of 
the 
state 
were 
thus 
afflicted, 
there was a bountiful harvest in 
southern Illinois. 
The natural result was that the 
farmers in the north drove their 
wagons down into southern Illi­ 
nois to purchase grain. The pre­ 
vailing price was 25 cents a bush­ 
el for corn. For the most part, all 
these men were deeply religious 
and 
intimately familiar with the 
Bible, including the story of the 
sons of Jacob goipg into Egypt 
tr buy grain by the generosity of 
Joseph and Pharoah. Thus when 
inquiry was made of them about 
where they were going, the fre­ 
quent answer was “we are going 
down into Egypt to buy corn.” 
Thus the southern part of Illi­ 
nois became known as “Egypt."

WASHINGTON HP - Farm debt 
hts- doubled since 1947 although 
the 
num ber of farm ers 
has de­ 
clined about 20 per cent, the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Bulletin said today. 


In a study of farm debt at mid­ 
year, the bulletin, a publication of 
I the staff of the Federal Reserve 
Board, said such debt in June was 
about 18‘ii billion dollars, 6 per 
j cent greater than a year ago.

Queen 
Mary said that she feared the 
prayers of John Knox of Scotland 
mort than the feared 10,000 ene­ 
my soldiers. The Holy Spirit gave 
power to those prayer*. 
You can have power in your 
prayers. Jesus promised that he 
would be with you when you pray. 
In these verses we find that the 
Holy Spirit gives understanding 
to our prayers.

“We know not
